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PREFACE 


The wills and admons, bonds and inventories, abstracts of which form 
the contents of this volume, are those of residents of the townships of 
High & Low Abbotside, which from 1723 were known as the manors of 
High & Low Abbotside but had formerly been called the manor of Wensley- 
dale. The area is the same as that covered by a survey made in 1613/14, 
which was edited for the Record Series by Dr T. S. Willan of Manchester 
University and formed the first part of our Volume No. 104. 


In his introduction Dr. Willan dealt in some detail with the chain 
of ownership of the manor. Here I need only say that before the Dissolu- 
tion the whole area belonged to Jervaulx Abbey (hence ‘the Abbot’s side 
of Yore’) the origins of which, indeed, lay in Low Abbotside. The names 
of George Cole, of John and Alexander Coleby and of the Lowther family 
occur in many of the wills as those of ‘the lords of the soil’. They were the 
successors of Henry VIII, of the Dukes of Lennox and of Queen Eliza- 
beth 1. 

Will No. 94 is in the possession of Dr. Willan and appears here by his 
kind permission. Nos. 74 to 79 inclusive were proved at Westminster 
during the Commonwealth; photo-copies of these I obtained from Somer- 
set House, where they now lie. All the rest of the documents abstracted 
are in the custody of the Leeds City Archivist and belonged to the Arch- 
deaconry Court of Richmond, then a part of the Diocese of Chester. In 
accordance with the Public Records Act, 1958, I record the fact that 
transcripts of Crown-copyright documents appear by permission of the 
Controller of H.M. Stationery Office. 

Abbotside is bounded on the east by Paddock Beck, which separates 
the ‘low township’ from Askrigg; on the south by the River Yore, except 
for a few fields here and there which, because of changes in the course of 
the river over the centuries, are now on the ‘wrong’ bank — north or south 
as the case may be; on the west, by the Yorkshire/Westmorland border; 
and on the north by the Yore/Swale watershed. 


The whole lay in the ancient parish of Aysgarth, the largest in York- 
shire and one of the largest in England. There was, however, a chapel at 
Askrigg from very early times, and it will be noticed that most of the 
testators wished to be buried there, even when they lived at Hardraw or at 
Lunds, at both of which places small chapels had also been built before 
Foo: 

It may be helpful if I quote here the names of the hamlets and isolated 
farms which were the homes of the testators of wills or of those whose 
intestate estates were the subject of grants of admon. Travelling from west 
to east, they were: in High Abbotside, Lunds (or Helbeck Lunds, as it was 
frequently called), Cotterdale, Newhouse(s) (later known as Pry House), 
Fossdale (or Forsdale), Hardraw, Simonstone, Sedbusk, Litherskew and 
Camshouse; in Low Abbotside, Holehouse (now vanished), Shaw Cote, 
Brockhill Cote, Yorescott, Skellgill, Helm and Grange (or Dale Grange).

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INTRODUCTORY NOTES 


The Abbotside wills which I have extracted from amongst those proved 
in the Archdeaconry Court of Richmond form a continuous if irregularly 
representative series throughout the period covered by this volume. Not 
all the gaps are easy to explain. Although, for instance, nine wills were 
proved between 1552 & 1558, there were no more until 1571. The per- 
ambulations and vicissitudes of the documents may be one reason. At 
various times they were housed at Richmond, at Kendal and at Chester, 
and on at least one occasion were transported across the Pennines in open 
carts in the depths of winter, when one of the carts lost a wheel and the 
contents were deposited in a ditch. Many of the surviving wills and 
inventories are in very poor condition — torn, stained and frayed at the 
edges — and although the long process of repair is in course, each time the 
documents are handled leads inevitably to further deterioration. 


Another gap occurred (and not only in Abbotside) during the Civil 
War, and no Abbotside wills survive after 1642 until 1654. There are only 
six which were proved under the Commonwealth (when no doubt the 
necessity of London probate was a deterrent) yet in the decade 1661-1670, 
the years following the Restoration, there were no less than twenty-nine. 
The meagre total of six wills in nineteen years must surely imply that 
executors were reluctant to have recourse to the court, unless indeed many 
wills during that particular period have been lost. After the Restoration 
there was a steady flow of wills and grants of administration. 


I should like to have been able to check the wills with the Registers 
but those for the 16th century are full of gaps and there are none at all for 
the 17th. Only Nos. 1, 3, 15 & 29 appear in the extant registers, apart from 
Nos. 12 & 13 for which the relative wills are not in the file; in those two 
cases I have recorded the brief details given in the Register entries. 


The Consistory Court Act Books have survived in greater numbers 
but are little more helpful. Several overlap in date but there are some 
complete years missing, other gaps occur and some of the sheets are worm- 
eaten or in fragments. There are also anomalies; in one case, for instance, 
there is no record of an Admon Act, yet a caveat is entered in the Act Book 
against granting admon to anyone but a named individual. An endorse- 
ment on the relative inventory in the file shows that he was, in fact, the 
ultimate administrator. After 1614 the Act Books seem to be very in- 
complete; half the years between 1629 & 1640 are unrepresented, and so 
is the period 1642-1664 inclusive. 


The earliest wills printed in this volume are registry copies but for 
most of the period covered, the original will is in the file, with a note of 
probate at foot or endorsed. Presumably a registry copy would be handed 
to the executor(s). The six Commonwealth wills are taken direct from the 
London Register. 


Original wills and inventories give an opportunity to gauge the extent 
of literacy in the area. Although the standard varied over our period, in 
general it was higher than might be expected in so isolated a rural district. 
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The probable explanation is the existence of Yorebridge Grammar School, 
which was founded in 1601 by Anthony Besson of Gray’s Inn, an attorney 
to Star Chamber but a native of the Dale. The modern school buildings 
stand in Low Abbotside but the original site was just south of Yorebridge, 
to the east of the road from Bainbridge. 


When a mark was made by those who could not write, I have indicated 
the fact by a cross between the christian name and the surname. It was a 
feature of Abbotside wills and other documents that the marks made (by 
the men, at least) were not merely formal crosses but distinctive signs which 
I suspect were the users’ sheep-marks; as such they would be well known to 
everyone in the district. They are, at any rate, consistently used by each 
individual whenever he had to attest. 


As to the method of abstract, I cannot do better than quote from the 
late J. W. Clay’s introduction to Vol. 9 of the Record Series: ‘Canon Raine, 
in his preface to the fifth volume of ‘“Testamenta Eboracensia’’, justly 
observed that it is impossible to print all Wills in full. With this I fully 
agree, but I have endeavoured in these abstracts to include all the genea- 
logical matter, and as much as possible to preserve the phraseology and 
some of the quaint spelling.’ 


I have followed his example, in most cases omitting legal repetitions 
and anything else which appears to me inessential, but without altering the 
original spelling, which often suggests the pronunciation of the period 
and place. 


The writers of wills made erratic use of capital letters; I have used 
them only in accordance with modern practice. I have extended formal 
abbreviations and have used ‘th’ in place of such notional occurrences of 
the Anglo-Saxon letter thorn as in y®, yt and y’. In general, formal linking 
words and phrases such as ‘Item’ and ‘I give and bequeath’ have been 
omitted where the sense is quite clear without them. 


Where probate has been granted to one named executor, I have merely 
recorded the fact and the date of probate, but where the grant was made 
to less than all named executors, I have indicated the grantee(s), with a note 
of the reservation of probate to the other(s). In the case of admons, I have 
Oi ae the details of the relative bond, and similarly with Tuition 
Bonds. 


in most of the inventories, the values were set out in a vertical column 
but in order to save space I have recorded both the details of goods and 
their value in horizontal line sequence. 


Both wills and admons are listed in order of the date of the grant, as 
shown in the table which precedes the text. 


The officials of the court were by no means uniform in their methods 
of recording grants, and there is substantial variation in the number and 
type of accompanying documents. The normal procedure was to note 
probate at the foot of the will or in an endorsement. In some cases of 
intestacy there is a bond for due administration with the papers; in others 
a note of the grant of admon was set out at the foot of the inventory, with 
no evidence that a bond had been taken. Sometimes there is merely a 
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certified copy of the grant, the original, bearing the seal of the Arch- 
deaconry, having been issued to the administrator(s). Again, there is no 
evidence of a bond. 


In those few instances where the will was disputed for some reason, 
I have summarised the depositions made when the case came to court, in 
brackets beneath the note of probate. 


The only abbreviations I have used in the text are ‘Admon’ for (Grant 
of) Administration and ‘Wit’ for Witness(es).

All are printed in the order shown. With one exception (No. 94, q.v.) the 
list is prepared in order of the date of the grant of probate or admon, where 
known. If it is not known, the date of one of the other documents is given. 
E.g., 1552. W,I shows that probate was granted in 1552, and that the 
relative documents are a Will and an Inventory, whilst W 1552, I indicates 
that there is no record of a grant of probate, that the Will was made in 
1552, and that it is accompanied by an Inventory.

The only answers recorded were those of John Parkyn and Edward 
Fawcett. As will be seen later from Fawcett’s detailed deposition, 
Henry Shaw, the second witness to both wills, had died. It is strange 
that no deposition was taken from Lawrence Nuttall, who had 
apparently witnessed one of the wills.

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It is scarcely necessary to record the whole of these verbatim; the gist 
is as follows: 


1 June 1624 [i.e., more than a year after Barton had died, for the 
inventory is dated 16 May 1623, which would probably be no more 
than a day or two later than the death] ‘John Parkyn of Helbecke in 
the parish of Askrige’, yeoman, aged 48, had known [‘James’ deleted] 
Richard Siggiswicke well for 10 years and Elizabeth Barton [she may 
have been Thomas Barton’s daughter, for his wife was called Agnes] 
for four years. On 4 May ‘about 12 of the clocke’, being ‘next 
neighbor’ to the testator, he was sent for to come to him to be witness 
of his will. He went with Edward Fawcett and they found the testator 
lying sick in his bed in a parlour within his dwelling house at ‘Helbeck 
Londes’. The testator asked Fawcett to ‘drawe his will’ and Fawcett 
took pen, ink and paper. The testator, being ‘of perfect mynd and 
memorie did declare and maike his last will and testament’, in which 
he said he would give and dispose as is recorded in the will exhibited, 
which is a true copy of the will of the deceased and was written by 
Fawcett ‘by the direction and appoyntmente’ of the testator, who 
read it himself after it was written, acknowledged it to be his last will, 
and ‘thereto did subscribe his name’, requesting the examinant to add 
his. There were present Edward Fawcett, Henry Shaw and the 
testator. [Mark] 


Edward Fawcett of “‘Helbecklond Londes’, yeoman, aged 35, had 
known [‘James’ deleted] Richard Siggiswicke well for 14 years and 
Elizabeth Barton for 12. He also knew the testator well. He and 
Henry Shaw, his father-in-law, now deceased, were sent for by the 
testator, ‘being neare neigbors’, and went to him on 4 May ‘at 
about 12 of the cloke’. They found him lying sick in a bed within 
the parlour of his dwelling house in ‘Helbecke Londes’ and asked 
him how he did. The testator asked Fawcett to draw his will, and that 
was done ‘by the apointment of the said testator (beinge of perfect 
mynd and memorye)’. The will exhibited into the court was a true 
copy of the will which he had written by the direction of the testator. 
After it had been written, the testator read it over himself, subscribed 
his name, and said ‘that was his will and shold stand for his will’. 
There were present John Parkin, Henry Shaw (now deceased), the 
examinant, the testator & no more. [Signed]

(Cole was by far the most important resident of Abbotside at this 
time.

There were constant disputes between 
Cole and his tenants, who were ‘notable to contend in law with the 
said George Cole for redresse of their wronges’. The story is well told 
by Dr Willan in his Introduction to our Vol. No. 104. The will itself 
makes scant specific reference to his local holdings, but the scope of 
the inventory clearly indicates his status]

the meane tyme I do depend upon the Holy Speritt of Comfort, the 
third person in the glorious Trinitie to be by him guided, directed 
and susteined in all the perturbations of this present life. And where 
it shall please God to call mee out of this vaile of misirie, I do bequeath 
my body to Christian buriall in such place and with such respect as my 
lovinge wife, whom I do make my sole and whole executrix, shall 
thinke most meete, to whom I do bequeath all my goods and chattells 
and all my debts and dueties which are due or to be done or performed 
to mee in law or equitie. All my lands, tenements and hereditaments 
unto my said lovinge wife, so longe as she shall continue sole and 
unmarried, upon this trust & confidence, that she shall therewith 
educate my children in the feare of God and provide for their lively- 
hood!, according to her best discretion.

and putt into an inventary tripertite; and after such division and 
allottment my lovinge wife shall have a third part thereof, and the 
other two third partes of my estate I do devise equally amonge my 
children which shalbe alive at the tyme of my said wives marriage 
(except my daughter Rose). And if any of them be dead, then the 
children of each person so deceasinge shalbe in the stead of the father 
and mother, to have their shaires amongst them, which their father or 
mother should have had; and I will that after such division my said 
wife and her second husband shall make to each of the said legaties 
such conveyances and assurances as shalbe by each legatie lawfully 
and reasonably devised. I do intreat my said lovinge wife to take into 
her consideracon my daughter Rose Jobson, and to releive her as she 
shall deserve, and be duetifull unto her and be advised by her. If any 


1 There is no evidence, to my knowledge, that George Cole had more than two 
children: a son, Thomas, who was the admor of his mother’s estate (see No. 63) when 
she died later in the same year, and a daughter, Rose, whom he mentions in the will 
and who was his eventual admx. Since the testator requests his wife to educate his 
children, however, there must surely have been others. Thomas would be of age, or 
could not have been appointed admor, whilst Rose was already married. If the other 
children were minors, as mention of their education implies, one would expect to find 
a grant of tuition, but none is extant. 

2 Mathias Allyn of Dulwich, Surrey, gent., sold the Camshouse estate (part of 
Abbotside; see Nos. 64 and 110) in May 1630 to Sir Robert Bindlose of Barwick, Lancs, 
Kt.

About 12 Feb the deceased, in the presence of the deponent and of 
Regnald Dindsdale, declared his last will by word of mouth, as in 
the will now exhibited.

mandatum’ was executed in the Chapel of Askrigg on 24 Feb 1666/7. 
Finally on 11 June 1667 (as noted at the foot of the will) Sir Joseph 
Cradock set out a summary of the facts, in Latin, with a statement of 
the non-appearance of the objector, John Dinsdale, in spite of a notice 
affixed to the church door at Askrigg. Cradock ruled that John Blades 
had been of sound mind and memory when he made his nuncupative 
will, which had been properly made. He therefore granted admon to 
Ann Blades, mother of the deceased, by ‘hoc nostrum finale decretum 
quod fecimus et promulgemus in his scriptis.’| [A brief Latin summary 
of the above is given in the Act Book]

He had married Grace, widow of George Thwaites of 
Camshouse (see No. 64) who was the lessee of the Camshouse estate, 
which Bernard Smith bought from Sir Robert Bindloss, Thwaites’s 
lessor, for £1,125 in 1652. 
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He was summoned at the North Riding Quarter Sessions in 1669 for 
arrears of maintenance due to Elizabeth Smith, ‘they formerly living 
together as man & wife’, and to the Churchwardens of Askrigg for a 
child of his which they were maintaining. 


Smith seems to have been illiterate, for he always made a mark, and 
as will be seen below, he described himself in his will as a yeoman, 
although the two sons who joined in the bonds were called gentlemen. 
The mother of the youngest child, at least, cannot have been Grace, 
for her eldest son by George Thwaites was born before 1614, and 
Bernard Smith left one son who was under 17, implying that he was 
born after 1655] 


The fift day of September 1672 I Barnard Smith of Camshous alias 
Cannonshouse in the parish of Aisgarth, yeoman, being sicke and 
weake in body. My body to the earth from whence it was taken, to 
be buryed in such decent & Christian manner as to my executor 
hearafter named shall be thought meet & convenient.

1 Camshouse, which was one of the few ‘mansion houses’ in Abbotside, was also 
one of the few with a Corn Close.

A small, strong horse of a breed originating in Gallo- 
way. 

Gim(m)er, gemmer, gymber, gymmar, gymmer. A young female sheep, 
generally from 1-2 years old, or between the first and second shearing; 
a ewe that has not yet borne young. 

Gimmer hog(g)(e) (see Hog(g)(e) ). 

Hog(g)(e), hodge. A young sheep of about a year old, before it has been shorn. 

Kye (see Why(e) ). 

Oxestyrk (see Stirk). 

Qwei, Qwye (see Why(e) ). 

Riggoite, regilte, rigeld. A partially-castrated animal. 

Shear wether (‘shere wedder’). A wether lamb after the first shearing. 

Skabde meare (i.e., scabbed mare). A worthless, ill-looking mare. 

Stag(g), stage. A young horse, esp. one unbroken; or, an animal castrated 
when fully grown. 

Steer(e), stear(e). A young ox. 

Stirk(e), sterke, stricke, stryk(e), sturke, styrke. A young bullock or heifer, 
usually between 1-2 years old. 

Stoned co(u)lt, stond hors. An entire (colt, horse), a stallion. 

Stot(t)(e). A young bull or ox, esp. one three years old. 

Tagged (‘tagged bulstirke’). Unhealthy looking, out of condition. 

Tup(p)(e), toope, toppe, toppt. A ram. (For ‘toope hogge’, see Hog(g)(e) ). 

Twinter, twenter, twynter (‘beasts’, ‘bese’, ‘cattell’, ‘horses’, ‘stottes’, ‘qwye’, 
‘waders’, ‘whies’). Two-year-old. Of sheep, one which has been shorn 
not more than thrice. 

We(a)ther, weader, wedder, wheather. A male sheep, esp. one castrated. 

Why(e), wh(i)(e), kye, qwei, qwye. A heifer of any age up to three years, or 
until she has had a calf (‘whiestyrke’, ‘whye sterke’). 

Yow(e), youe. A ewe. 


B. Farm and household implements, furniture, etc. 


A()mery, almarye, ambre, aumrye, omerey. A cupboard, locker, press. 

Ark(e). A large wooden chest for flour, corn, clothes, etc. 

Bedsto(c)ke. The wooden framework of the bed. 

Backstone. A flat piece of stone or iron, on which oat-cakes were baked; 
often with a handle over the top. 

Bigg. A coarse barley, with four rows on each head. 

Brand(e)reth, branderoth. An iron framework placed over or before the 
fire, on which to rest utensils. 

Dishbin(c)k(e), dis(h)binch, dishbench, dysshe bynke. A rack in which dishes 
and plates are placed. 

Fire elden, eldin. Firing or fuel of any kind (peat, brushwood, etc.). 

Fleak. A frame or rack suspended from the ceiling, on which oat-cake, bacon, 
etc., is laid to dry. 

Ga(y)velock(e). An iron crowbar, a lever; a large fork. 

Gimlin. A large shallow tub in which bacon is salted. 

Girdell, gyrdell. Variant of griddle (‘girdell for bayken bread’). 
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Girdion. Variant of grid-iron or griddle. 

Hack(e). Any tool of the mattock, hoe, pick-axe type; a wooden frame or 
rack on which cheeses are hung to dry. 

Happin(g)(e), happynge, A coverlet. 

Harden. A coarse cloth (‘harden shete’, ‘course harden’). 

Heckle. A flax comb. 

Kirne. A variant of churn. 

Kit(t), kyte. A large milk-can; a wooden milking-pail; a bucket; a small barrel. 

Lyne. Flax, linen. 

Maund. A basket, hamper. 

Milk(e) spenc(e). A milk can. 

Omerey, see Almery. 

Pullen. Poultry. 

Quishing(e), queshing, quich(i)on, quishin(e), quistion, quysshone. Cushion. 

Raggin, racken, reacon, rekand, rackon, rakand, reckan, recon, reakin. An 
iron bar or hook in a chimney for suspending pots over the fire. 

Reckon-crook, etc. The crane or hook from which pots are suspended. 

Ruck (of hay). Rick. 

Sam(m)oron. A cloth of a texture between linen and hemp (‘samoron 
sheet’). 

Skeel(1)(e), skeil, skell, skill(e). A wooden bucket, pail, tub, etc. 

Sock. A ploughshare. 

Stee. A ladder. 

Syle, sile. A strainer, sieve, esp. for milk. 

Temse. A strainer, sieve, esp. for meal and flour. 

Testard bed(d). A bed with a canopy and head-board. 

Trunnel bed. A truckle bed. 

Weigh back, boke, bouk. The beam of a pair of scales or steelyard. 

Womble (pronounced ‘woomle’). An auger. 

Yearne. Yarn. 
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
